white and 25% black ratio. 

This particular method was not 
feasible or unacceptable to the 
teaching segment because it 
would decimate the educational 
corps at schools that—had—a 
predominately black teaching 
staff- White schools with a 
predominately white teaching- 
staff would not be hurt nearly as 
much as a black school would. 

This proposal also bluntly told 
teachers that they had until 
March 22 to voluntarily pick a 
school where they wanted to go. 

After that date if teachers had not

The new Braddock/Griffin plan 
appears more acceptable 
because it deals with the number 
of blacks and whites on the same 
teaching level (elementary -or 
secondary) rather than on the 
racial make-up of the 2900 or so 
classrooms*in the school system. 

This latter proposal would 
allow the percentage of black 
teachers a 10% leeway in the per- 
centage of black teachers in all 
schools on the same evel. 

This simply means that the pet- 
centage of blacks teaching in the 
elementary levels can be a plus 
or minus 5% of the 28.4 per cent 
blacks teaching in elementary 
levels that the board wants to 
reach. The same 5% over or un- 
der figure applies to the 23.7 per-

For example 

*VANDALISM of housing projects, be it new construction or 
rehabilitation, is a major headache of Hevelopers. And a costly one, in 
addition, Millions of dollars are lost through pilferage. “porrowing” and 
downright armed robbery of construction supplies. These losses reflect 
in higher prices, higher rental charges and higher costs. Cincinnati 
developers in some instances have been forced ‘to the door of 
bankruptcy because of such losses Plumbing fixtures and electrical 
supplies (copper tubing especially) are looted with regularity and there 
are plenty of Dishonest Johns willing to fence the stuff 

*FHA TO BE PHASED OUT? The national Moystgage Bankers 
“Washington Report’ discloses this possibility if Senate Bill 2162 is 
passed in its present form. The means for this coup are couched in 
government legaleze, but basically it boils down to drawing from the 
reserves of FHA’s Mutual Mortgage Insurance Fund without replacing 
the monies. This fund represents the “profit” FHA has generated 
through its issuance of mortgage insurance over the past 40 years. 
There are those inside government who suggest mortgage insurance 
for middie income home buyers should be eliminated. a suggestion not 
necessarily shared by everyone.. 

*A MOVE to bring construction disputes involving union vs. non- 
union differences under federal control is gaining momentum, sparked 
by a new national organization; the Associated Builders ‘and Contrac- 
tors. This organization was established primarily to represent contrac- 
tors who. do not deal with unions, Representatives of the organized 
building trades unions are opposed to any federal iriervention in what 
they consider their “right-to-bargain".

*A PRIZE FOR TENACITY really should go to the vast majority of 
faceless suburbanites who cling to their rugged individualism through 
thick and thin. This individualism is reflected by-their acceptance of 
lousy transportation and commuter patterns, constantly increasing 
taxes, seasonal excesses of cold and heat and a number of other irk- 
items. Why do they accept all this? The answer is best summed up by a 
suburanite who said, "That's what home is all about. You have to ac- 
cept the sacrifices and work for whatever you want. Otherwise you'll 
never get it.” (What a way to Go!) ? 

*MODERN DAY HOMESTEADING continues to gain support in the 
nation’s larger cities.

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A major daily newspaper in a major 
American city risks being relegated to 
second-class status uhless it can prove 
that at one time or another, perhaps 
with some frequency, it has leveled the 
power of the “press” at misfesance, 
malfeasance and just plain crooked-

In this respect, the Cleveland Plain 
Dealer and its "| Team,” backed up by 
the Cleveland Press's refusal to sit idly 
on the sidelines, has lived up to its 


responsibility as a crusading journal by: 


focusing the spotlight on charges that 
certain members of the Cleveland 
police department have been engaged 
in’ burglaries» protecting. prostitution, 
and ripping off the operators of various 
and sundry vice establishments 
As always, the charges have aroused 
@ great deal of controversy, and a 
volume of indignant responses trom 
irate Police Department functionaries, 
and there is some possibility that the 
charges may, this time, come to the at- 
tention of a Grand Jury 
It is our prediction that, unless the 
Plain Dealer's “I-Team” manages to win 
some sort of Journalistic prize, nothing 
of real worth will emerge 
Nor will very much that is new about 
the way big-city police operate. par- 
ticularly in the black community, come 
either to light or to more than passing 
attention 
From the evidence at hand, it would 
appear that a very small, and stupid, 
sector of the Cleveland department has 
managed to bring discredit upon what 
we hope is the majority of our law en- 
forcement people. The odds are at least 
50 to 1 that few if any willbe convicted 
on the word of the admittedly off-beat 
characters who ‘have provided most of 
the ‘information’ to the reporters. - 
This. would merely be a-matter of 
history repeating _ itself, for in 
Cleveland, as elsewhere in large 
metropolitan areas, the police have 
been signally successfal in developing 
an independence from civilian authority 
that borders upon dictatorship. 
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An Exercise In Futility 


Under such a dictatorship gratt and 
curruption is encouraged to thrive, Un- 
der such a system the police officer 
who fails to take advantage of such 
“tringe benefits" is regarded as either a 
“square” or a traitor. 

What no grand jury needs to waste 
time on is the every day fact that 
prostitutes continue to prostitute, after- 
hour joints continue to operate with lit- 
tle or no harassment: bookies continue 
to keep book openly. and numbers 
gamblers continue to rake in the 
nickels. dimes. and dollars of the 
populace with all the aplomb and 
security of a conventional business 
operation 

Residents of Cleveland's black com- 
munity have long considered these little 
imperfections in the safety forces an 
unavoidable and calculated risk for 
those forced to reside in the city’s high- 
crime center and. its environs 

Frankly, they can no longer be stirred 
to wrath over the knowledge. that 
crooked police are victimizing crooked 
gambiers,. shoddy pimps and 
prostitutes, and after-hour joints 

Of more immediate concern is the 
continuing pattern of double-standard 
justice accorded black citizens by their 
so-called protectors, These bits of 
misfeasance and malfeasance, which 
include slow or no response to cries for 
help against criminals, periodic head- 
whippings of blacks who are quilty of 
protesting too loudly, and: their demon- 
strated disdain for black women who 
complain of rape, are not likely to ever 
become the stimulus for an ‘l-Team” 
investigation, and unless we finally 
come to the citizens review board idea 
that the Police Department opposes 
tooth and nail, prospects for drastic im- 
provement are slight. 

Nor can it be expected that those ear- 
nest clergymen selected by Mayor Perk 
to conduct an “investigation” into the 
investigation, will do more than to add 
an aura of respectability to what is 
already emerging as an. exercise in 
futility.

Anent these three excuses, we must 
beg to differ with the concerns of 
Kleagle Eagle Stokes, 
Columbus has never had a Civilan 
—Police Review Board, so it follows that 
it would be impossible to determine if 
one would work, or not work. 
If such a board has not worked in 
other cities, it does not mean that it will 


not work in the Columbus/Franklin 
County area. ; 
And finally, the conteation that 


civilians would not be effective in ap- 
praising matters in the technical sector 
of police work will not hold water or 
withstand the devastation of 
enlightened thought. 

Every day grand juries and petit 
juries, usually made up entirely of 
civilians, indict and recommend the 
prosecution of alleged murders, dope 
pushers, pimps, gamblers, thieves and 
other assorted miscreants. And, in- 
cidentally. errant policemen too, 

In practically every instance these 
civilian juries usually perform an ex- 
cellent job in behalf of all citizens, 
black and white. So we venture the 
opinion that a civilian review board 
would not experience too much difficul- 
ty in reading the palm of the Columbus 
Police Department. 

Further and lastly, we make so bold 
as to suggest to President Stokes that 
he find another approach in the attack 
on his problem of the possible 
establishment of a Columbus Civilian 
Police Review Board. : 

The FOP President has a perfect right 
to attack anything he feels might be 
against the best interest of all citizens. 
But when the attack seems to be so 
weak that it borders upon ineptness 
(racism), then that, in our thinking; is 
just much too much.

1 is evident from the election returns of the 
Congressional ‘elections in Cincinnati on 
March 5th, thet the Republicans may have 
the memory of an elephant, but not the sense 
of a billygoat. 

Again it was the Black vote that was the 
downfall of Willis D. Gradison, Republican 
candidate for Congress. It may be true, as 
some of the polls showed, that the 
Republicans lost the independents’ vote. But, 
the biggest factor was the way the Black 
vote went 

it seems that the Republicans just can’! 
Qet it into their campaign heads that, in the 
urban cities, the Black vote is the Democrat's 
margin of victory. Because they don't seem 
to realize this, Republicans continue to pitch 
their campaign appeals only to whites, thus 
ignoring the Black voters. 

| wonder how many defeats they must suf- 
fer before they realize this. All this campaign 
palaver. such as that coming from Earl L. 
Bulz, U.S. Secretary of Agriculture, that the 
Republicans “must seek to return govern- 
ment to the people in order to allow states 
and local Communities to set their own 
priorities,” is nothing but theoretical cliches. 

| noted this same line of campaigning by 
@ number of other Republican speakers. 
Mayor Ralph Perk is quoted in one speech as 
saying: "Democrats have dwelt on 
strengthening the federal goverment, but 
state and local governments are best able to 
gauge the peoples needs.” Howard Philips. 
former director of Office of Economic Op- 
portunity, said: “We must get Washingion 
out of things in which it has no business and 
retum power to the local levels.” 

What the Republicans don't seem .to 
fealize, is that poverty is a particularly 
significant factor in one-fifth of the nation’s 
Congressional districts. A center tor Political 
Studies’ survey shows that: “in 193 of the 
nation’s 435 Congressional districts, 15 per 
cent or more of the families had income 
below the poverty level.” The same study 
shows that: “In 63 Congressional. district, 
half of all families had incomes below $7,500 
per year.” 

People in these economic brackets are not 
concemed abdut returning power to the local 
governments. They know what happened 
before the federal government. moved. in. 
Such campaign palaver leaves them cok. 

The Republican organization in most citles 


- is weak and ineffective. Cleveland is a good 


example, Ward leaders.are mostly unknown 
job holders who show up just enough at 
campaign time to hold their jobs. Most of the 
precinct committeemen siots are unfilied. In 
many wards it is difficult to get enough

delusion that, having won most of the major 
legal battles, we have only to sit tightly on 
our gains, 


Nothing could be more unrealistic. A 
reminder of just how unrealistic is such an 
attitude, came to me in the mail trom J. Elmer 
Reed, a Cleveland Life Member, who 
provided some figures about the status of the 
national” organization that should provide 
food for some serious thought-and response.

With. the growing Black vote in the South, 
it is increasing the size of the Democratic 
registration. “More Biacks have won public 
office in the South than in any other region,” 
says 3 Voter Education news bulletin. As of 
February, 1974, this research agency based 
in Atlanta, says there are 1,307 Black elected 
officials. What the agency didn't say, was 
that 99.9% of them are Democrats. 

The expansion of middle-class Negroes 
into suburbia, is diluting Republican strength 
there too. Although the 1972 Nixon presiden- 
tial campaign raised some $60 million, little 
of none of this money was spent among 
Negro voters trying to help the Republican 
Party. 

In the first Eisenhower campaign, a real ef- 
fort was waged for Black votes. The records 
show that in 1952, Dwight D. Eisenhower got * 
substantial votes in Negro areas. 

The Republicans are going to have to 
change their selling slogans and 
organizational campaign strategies if they 
expect to make any progress on the 
comeback trail, If they don’t change, by 1976 
this nation will be practically a one-party 
country. 

The closer we come to one-partyiam, the 
faster we are going in the direction of dic- 
tatorship.. The Republicans need to stop 
quoting Abraham Lincoin and start acting 
more like him.

Africans are the only racial 
roup in South Africa which 
arries passes. We are in other 
jords, debarred from seeking 
mployment as freely as other 
acial groups. Only through 
abour bureaus can Africans 
yecome registered as employ- 
nent seekers. White South Africa 
1as now irresponsibly made us 
fomelands leaders responsible 
or millions of our people under 
he policies they pursue. In my 
ase 4-1/2 million Zulus have 
een pushed on to my lap. We 
vave no industries worth 
speaking about in the Home- 
ands. Even the Prime Minister 
"as more than once said to me 
hat the former High Commission 
Territories, which are now inde- 
pendent countries in Southern 
Africa, and the Homelands have 
nothing to sell but their labor. 
This hurts, but it remains a true 
description at the moment of the 
extent to which we are kept both 
aconomically and politically 
powerless. (What hurts Africans 
in the Homelands also hurts Bot- 
gwana, Lesotho and Swaziland ~ 
also hostages to South Africa.) 

We- appreciate the volume of 
sympathy that is directed to us 
from outside. This moral support 
means quite a lot for people like 
us stewing powerlessly in the 
Apartheid pot. We even appre- 
ciate tho motives behind the 
various attempts at weakening 
the South African regime eco- 
nomically. |, for instance, applaud 
the pressures that have been 
brought on American. cor- 
porations by people like 
Congressman Charles Diggs. | 
wish particularly to congratulate 
Mr. Diggs on his Bill. At the same 
time, it must be appreciated that 
those of us who are responsible 
for so many millions of people, 
however irresponsibly this has 
come about, have to provide for 
their éxistence-from_day to day. 

We appreciate that the pres- 


sanctions and withdrawal of in- 
vestments are an ideological 
stand aimed at the racist regime 
in South Africa. However, by vir- 
tue of the fact that we are in the 
situation without choice, our ap- 
proach has of necessity to be 
more pragmatic than doctrinaire. 
According to a leading industrial 
consultant, Dr. Lawrence Mc- 
Crystal, given the current 
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economic growth, there would be 
728,000 unemployed Africans by 
the year 1975. Between 1973-77, 
107,800 additional African 
workers will enter the labour 
force annually, plus 23,500 
Coloured and Indian, making a 
total of 131,000. What is tragic is 
the fact that we are stuck with illi- 
terate and semi-literate people in 
@ literate age — people who will 
be unemployable in a decade. 
The cost of training one worker is 
$1,500 and it costs $3,865 to 
create a job per warker. The total 
cost of placing a worker is $5,365. 
So the annual cost of providing 
one job per annum will be: for 
Africans: $578,347,000; for 
Coloureds and Indians: 
$126,077,500,; making a total of 
$704,424,500: 

We came from Natal, and 
60,000 African workers — mainly 
Zulus — went on strike this year 
as 70 per cent of African wages 
are uneconomic. Our workers are 
not members of trade unions, 
which Vorster tok us he would 
not allow. But we in Kwa Zulu 
publicly encourage dr people in 
South Africa to establish trade 
unions, and more than five have 
been foundedat our instance. At 
a@ summit meeting of Homelands’ 
leaders held at Umtata on the 8th 
of November, all Homelands’ 
leaders except the Chief Minister 
of Bophutatsewana, Chiet 
Mangope, supported the stepping 
up of @ pampaign for the estab- 
lishment of more and more trade 
unions amongst Africans. Trade 
unions are vital as instruments for 
negotiations. They are also im- 
portant politically. There is 
nothing in law forbidding Black 
trade unions, But under the in- 
dustrial Conciliation Act the 
definition of a worker excludes 
Africans; that is what has ham- 
pered the emergence of Black 
trade unions.

Crucial Court Decision Due 


The Supfteme Court is 
weighing one of the most im- 
portant decisions in recent 
history. It is a decision that could 
point the way toward greater 
racial equality or toward the final 
end of the Second Recon- 
struction. 

The case is DeFunis v. 
Odegaard. It is the result of a suit 
brought by Marco DeFunis, a 
white student who charged-he 
was discriminated against 
because the University of 
Washington Law School rejected 
his application for admission 
although it admitted 36 black 
indian, and Chicano students 
whose college marks and Law 
School Admission Test scores 
were lower than his. 

The stakes are big, far bigger 
than the admission of -one 
student to one law school. If the 
Court rules that DeFunis was 
denied equal protection of the 
laws guaranteed by the Four- 
teenth Amendment, nearly ail af- 
firmative action programs ‘will be 
under a cloud. 

At issue are what have been

Too often one hears “i'll kill the 
nigger,” and the threat may find 
itself in the fruition of completion. 
One would almost wish for some 
strong deterrent like the death 
penalty, but the trouble is, it 
frightens. no one, 

Maybe because of the long 
time between trial and the chair — 
time to let the killer, if he is guilty, 
reflect, think and compose a 
philosophy about death. The 
reconciliation to his fate enables 
him to take the chair easy. 

Capital punishment might be 
an effective deterrent if the death 
penalty was just around the cor- 
ner from time of commission of a 
Crime; swift court action and a 
hop, skip-and jump into the chair. 
But, even with that, many in- 
nocent men might just be put to 
death while time might reveal 
their innocence, 

One cannot believe that the 
return of capital punishment will 
work better now than before. it 
merely reveals that law en- 
forcement has its back to the wall 
and doesn't know what to do to 
decrease growing crime. it is 
Grabbing at straws_in the wind 
and capital punishment is just 
such e straw. 

Is the clamor for the return of 
capital punishment the satisfac- 
tion of a sadistic urge of law en- 
forcers, or an honest attempt at 
stopping crime? Under any con-

called “quotas” and “reverse 
discrimination.” But’ these are 
loose terms, better défined as af- 
firmative action and com- 
pensatory action. Their purpose 
is not,to penalize members of the 
majority but rather to provide 
long-denied opportunities for 
minorities. 

Proponents of DeFunis’ case 
seem to be arguing about a non- 
existent America,a—nation -in 
which everyone has equal op- 
portunities, a nation in which all 
gains are through personal merit 
alone, and a nation in which 
there are clear, objective means 
with which to determine an in- 
dividual’s personal abilities. 

That America has never 
existed. 

The University of Washington, 
in choosing to use criteria other 
than test scores, was trying to do 
three things. First, it attempted to 
reverse past discriminatory 
policies that resulted in 
graduating only a dozen. biack 
Students out of a totalof 3,612 
Law School graduates’ between 
1902 and 1969. 

Second, it was trying to fulfill 
its societal responsibilities by 
helping to increase the number 
of minority lawyers, less than one 
percent of all lawyers. in the 
nation are black. 

Finally, it was attempting to 
provide its students with the op- 
portunity to associate with peers 
who come from different 
backgrounds and thus to make 
them more capable of functioning 
as individuals and as pro- 
fessionals in a multi-racial 
society. 

Criteria for admission to 
schools are flexible and not 
necessarily totally dependent on 
test scores. For years personal 
recommendations and interviews 
have been more important than 
tests in determining admission. If 
@ parent or close relative was an 
alumni of a school, that was often 
“enough to get someone in, even 
though his scores were bad. 
Blacks were barred solely on the 
grounds of race throughout our 
history. 


Tests have themselves fallen 
under a shadow. They often 
refiect class bias and it is 
generally agreed that they don't 
predict future success. Even Ein- 
stein is said to have failed math. 


And in an age in which some of 
the top graduates from top 
schools are under indictment for 
crimes connected with the 
Watergate scandal, it is pretty

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Our Young Children 


(This is one of two articles on 
the abused ar “battered” chile 
Wiis hese children ure is the sub- 
ject of this article, The other deals 
with what can and is being done 
about this serious problem) 

Abuse of children can take 
many forms, It is always serious, 
and harmful. in its most extrame 
form it can be and often is fatal. It 
is this kind of abuse with which 
‘we are concerned in this article 
the kind of abuse which results in 
severe bodily damage to the 
child. 

it is_difficult to get accurate 
data on just how many children 
are seriously abused each year 
Children do fall dowg stairs ac- 
cidentally and become seriously 


” bruised and suffer’bone fractures. 


Ifa child Is tod young to talk and 
tell us how he was hurt or if he is 
unconscious of, too seriously hurt 
to talk, we cannot always be sure 
of what happened, However, our 
hospitals and physicians are 
becoming more sensitive to the 
signs. of the truly abused versus 
accidentally hurt child the 
multiple fractures, the evidence 
of many previous injuries, the 
behavior and demeanor of the 
child himself 

Estimates place the number of 
cases of severe abuse (broken 
bones, often permanent crippling, 
brain damage, etc.) at a minimum 
of 10,000 per year with many hun- 
dreds of fatalities. Most are 
younger than 3 years old and 
significant proportion is less than 
6 months old! The death rate is 
highest in the very youngest age 
group. About half the victims are 
boys and half girls. The injuries 
are most often’ the result of 
severe beating or “Knocking 
around,” although there have 
been occasional cases ifivoiving 
scalding or burning and even 
shooting. But these statistics only 
give us part .., indeed a smal! part 
... of the story. Just who are these 
abused children? 

Many of us probably think of 
child abuse as limited to the less 
educated, the poor, the finan- 
cially irresponsible of the “lower 
atements” of our society. Not so! 


Documented cases occur 
throughout. our -population 
Parents: may be college 
graduates and professional per- 
sons as well as young school 
dropouts. They may be high, mid- 
die and low income families and 
from various cultural, racial or 
religious groups. Child abuse is 
no respecter of money. class or 
background. 

Extensive research into and 
study of this problem did not 
really begin until the early ‘60's 
Our data is incomplete as yet. but 
a pattern is beginning to emerge 
This pattern is not ofa “typical” 
abused child or abusing parent 
but, rather, of a set of circumstan- 
ces or conditions in which abuse 
may happen 

While there are, of course, ex- 
ceptions, this pattern seems to in- 
volve three main elements: a 
potentially abusing parent, 4 
vulnerable child and a triggering 
event ... usually, a crisis of some 
kind, Let's look at each of these 

A potentially abusing parent is 

generally a person with a deeply 
buried feeling of depressio# or 
frustration over his or her own life 
and ‘situation. (incidentally, just 
as both boys and girls fall victim 
in roughly equal numbers, Child 
abusers areas” likely” to” be 
females as males.) For various 
reasons, usually because of how 
he or she was trested as a child 
and adolescent, the abusing 
parent cannot break this cycle of 
depression and frustration which 
sometimes erupts in violence 
There _is, in the potentially 
abusing parent a kind of “short 
circuit” of the normal adjustment 
mechanism. 

The child, just by being there, 
demands attention. This attention 
Mmay—be—seen competing with 
other demands, or the child may 
be seen as lacking in something 
the abusing parent feels entitled 
to in an offsprifig. This abusing 
parent often feels the child owes 
him or her love and is withholding 
it. Thus, the child is seev as 
being cruel to the parent and, 
deserving of punishment. 

if, a child of a_ potentially 
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FACING A DARK world cour- 
ageously, cheerully for ten years, 
25 years ago, 76 year old CM, 
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abusing parent is retarded or 
handicapped, this may cause 
severe refection. It is as though 
the child were a “deliberate in- 
sult,” (f the child has colic, is 
chronically ill of otherwise in’ 
need of special care. this 
aggravates the situation. 

Finally, we have the trigger. It 
could be anything. Loss of a 
job, an auto aécident which 
causes financial distress, a quar- 
rel between man and wife, trouble 
with another child, samely, a 
frustrating of annoying event 
which pushes the parent over the 
edge. Then the child is in real 
danger

protect parents from becoming 
abusers.

How did’it happen? Blame it on 
the meeting they held seven mon- 
ths ago. 

The ,Celtics' 101st game of the 
season clinched the NBA title 
against the’ Lakers. In that game 
they repeated the benefits of that 
“meeting before the beginning of 
the season. 

Yes, Coach Russell had his first 
NBA title. He also had the in- 
creased respect and admiration 
of his fellow coaches.

According to new figures 
released by thé Civil Service 
Commission, the federal em- 


ployment rolls included 615,129

The exhibit; currently” on 
display,” Includes holographic 
music manuscripts donated to 
the Library of Congress and prin- 
ted sheet music received on 
copyright. deposit. 

Prompted by the occasion of 
the 100th anniversary of the birth 
of W.C. Handy (1873-1958), the 
exhibit displays some of Handy’s 
most. well known blues com- 
positions.~ 

“The Father of the Blues,” 
Handy wrote his first popular 
blues number, “The Memphis 
Blues,” as a campaign song for 
the 1911 mayoral election in 
Memphis. 

His “St. Louis Blues” (1914) 
began an “era of popular music 
which turned trom the spirit of 
ragtime gayety to ballad-like 
nostalgia with the ‘blue, lowered 
seventh as a distinctive melodic 
peculiarity.” 

Handy's copy of the score of 
“St. Louis Blues” is displayed 
with his photograph and original 
sheet music copies of “TI lem - 
phis Blues,” “Joe Torer ies 
“Mason. Dixon Blues,” and/“Oh! 
Didn't He Ramble.” 

The music of John Philip Sousa 
connotes parades, brass bands, 
and straight ‘lines. of marching 
men, as he is remembered inter- 
nationally as “The March King.” 

The. Library's current exhibit of 
his works, however, focuses on a 
number of his often-overlooked 
comic operettas, products of 
Sousa's keen sense of humor and 
staging which wére undoubtedly 
nurtured during his stint as a 
band leader in vaudeville at the 
age of 18.

Refineries may be required to 
make-the-same-percentage of their 
crude oil into gasoline as.they. did in 
1972, which means making less 
gasoline than they might otherwise be 
making now. If the government im- 
poses such a rule it will be in order to 
satisfy the priorities it has set up. 


But from the point of view of 
the motorist, it adds up to this: We 
start out with less crude oil and may 
end up with less of it being turned into 
gasoline. 

The new allocation program 
makes it more difficult for us to supply 
those motorists who’ have been loyal
